UEFA will discuss pro- 

posals for a revamp 
of the UEFA Cup to 
enhance the image and 
financial viability of the 
continent’s second 
major club competition. 

Officials from 11 leading 
European clubs will sit on the 
inaugural board of the newly 
formed European Club Forum, where the 
two parties will deal with issues of mutual interest. 

“Tt is important to create this interaction between UEFA. 
and the clubs participating in the European competitions, 
and to make it work’ said UEFA’s professional football and 
marketing division Lars-Christer Olsson. 

“This is an important step forward in European foot- 
ball.” 

‘The forum, which will replace the Club Panel, will meet 
at least twice a year and covering a wide spectrum of the 
European game including, among other things, competition 
formats, marketing and rights strategies, and developments 
and partnership opportunities within the field of new com- 
munications UEFA said. 

The revamp of the UEFA Cup competition will be one of 
the first subjects up for discussion by the forum, with both 
sides agreeing that a fresh profile is needed in the current 


“sporting and commercial climate after the UEFA Club 


Panel described the competition as “an unsatisfactory 
product in a declining market 

“We have to make it a product that makes an impression 
in the market as an attractive alternative to the UEFA 


Champiops League,” UEFA chief executive Gerhard, 


Aigner told the meeting. 

On the cards for the 2003/2004 season is a 40-club group 
stage and four knockout phases. The eventual UEFA cup 
winner would then qualify directly for Europe’: 's premier 
club competition, the Champions League. 

With the UEFA cup reaching every corner of Europe 
domestic competitions, this could have a huge impact on 
the large number of Australians in the various European 
Leagues. It was only last season that Brett Emerton won a 
UEFA Cup medal with Feyenoord after the Dutch team 
beat German rivals Borussia Dortmund.

In that time 1599 games have 
passed and! over the weekend, Jim 
Barnes racked up his 1600th game 
behind the whistle in a under 21's 
clash between the Schofield Scorpions 
and Parramatta City, 

“It’s been a honour and a privilege 
to have been associated with this 
game,” Barnes said who was enticed 
into this profession by his cousin. “L 
had been playing the game since I was 
six years old and after not being able to 
koep a spot in the first team decided to 
give refereeing a go.” 

In that time the whistle-blower has: 
had a remarkable run of 32 seasons 
without a single injury and much of 
this he believes is due to the work of 


the Refereeing Association in provid- 
ing its chargers with the necessary fit- 
ness regimes and a number of great 
trainers over the years. 

He speaks fondly of many memo- 
ries; in particular the 1984 Youth 
League Grand Final _ between 
Neweastle and St George at St George 
Stadium. The game finished 2-1 to 
Newcastle but as Barnes recalls David 
Batter had a chance to equalise for St 
George with only 30 seconds to go. 

When speaking on the current crop 
of referees coming through, Barnes 
admits that the changes within the 
game have contributed to refereeing 
standards becoming higher than when 
he first started out; “The changes to the 
game have been good and have helped 
the referees immensely. Thing’s like 
being able to take a goal kick from 
either side and the removal of the four 
step rule for goalkeepers have quick- 
ened up the game and referees now 
don’t haye to worty about such 
things.” 

Barnes has met these changesas the 
ultimate professional and his know!- 


edge of the game has been quick to 
dispel many potential adverse situa- 
tions. “Sometimes Fou just have to fet 
the game flow, then have a quiet chat 
to any players if necessary... There is 
mutual respect between referee and 
player.”

Ziatko Zahovic out of their World Cup 

squad following his bust-up with coach 
Srecko Katanec, Slovenian officials con- 
firmed to AFP. 

The Benfica star came to blows with Katanee 
‘after the coach withdrew the top midfielder dur- 
ing a 3-1 defeat to Spain in their World Cup 
debut, 

Katanee announced afterwards he would 
resign after the tournament but Slovenian 
Football Federation (FAS) president Rudy Zavru 
tried to smooth over the affair while Zahovic 
apologised and withdrew his criticism of his 
coach, However, team officials announced that 
31-year-old Zahovie had been expelled from the 
squad. 

“I can confirm that Zahovie is being sent 
home, We have no further comment to make at 
this stage,” said Slovenian team spokesman Rok 
Sinkoye. 

‘Another team official said: “He’s a very good 
player but the problem is everyone knows this 
and he can't keep quiet. It’s a shame, but he had 
to go.” 

‘The case is similar to the spat in Ireland's 
training camp between coach Mick McCarthy 

and Roy Keane which led to the Manchester 

United midfielder being sent home before the 

finals even began. 

‘Team captain Ales Ceh later read out a state- 
ment, signed by the remaining 22 members of 
the squad, outside the team hotel on Jeju istand. 
It said that the squad disapproved of Zahovic’s 
insults to Katanec, 

“The players do not approye and we condemn 
them (insults),” the statement said. 

However the statement said the decision to

‘And the FAS said that having initially decid- 
ed to keep Zahovic in the squad “for thesgood of 
the team” his behaviour had to be sanctioned in 
the strongest possible way, 

“By stating the all players are on his side he 
hhas abused their trust, since the statement is not 
correct. He repeated the incorrect statements in a 
public statement after the practice on June 5, 
Where he represented himself as a victim - 
although he is the only one to blame for the cur- 
rent situation,” the federation FAS stated.

OK, they may not get to the final, but their commit- 
ment and passion for the game, their love of playing the 
ball and not the man, was refreshing. 

I don’t think that I would ever see the day when a 
Korean player would behave like some of those over 
paid players who call them selves STARS. 

Tam talking here about Rivaldo. I was sick having to 


describe to our listeners in the broadcast. his behavior. 
What was worse for me was the performance of the 
Referee Kim Young Koo. It was bad enough fo award a 
penalty to Brazil when it wasn’t. 

‘Television slow motion pictures show that the foul by 
Alpay was committed outside the penalty box, but 10 
send Hakan Unsal off when he did not see what hap- 
pened. 

Go back and have a look at the incident, and see if 
Kim Young Koo was looking at Hakan Unsal kicking 
the ball in the direction of Rivaldo, in my opinion the 
referee did not see this he was too involved in getting 
lectures from the Brazilian players. 

He never asked his assistant on what happened. He 
just reacted on Rivaldo lying on the ground holding his 
face. 

For that behavior Rivaldo should have been sent off. 
He is a cheat, he admits that he is, and why should we 
continue to have him in our game. 

Talking of cheats, a few years ago I was asked by an 
International Journal to write a story about my World 
Cup experiences, 

I started reporting and broadcasting theWorld Cup in 
Argentina in 1978. I submitted my copy, and the Editor 
rang me back and said, “Colin, “there is no mention of 
Diego Maradona in your writing of the World Cup sure- 


ly he has to get. a mention”. I said to him you asked me 
to write about footballers, not cheats. 

Tn my opinion Maradona is a cheat. He has admitted 
that he cheated in the World Cup in Mexico to score * 
The Hand of God goal” 

T told the editor that in my opinion World Cup foot- 
ball was no place for people who cheat. That is why this 
may well be the last time you will ever sce the name of 
Rivaldo in any of my writings. = 

He is a cheat according to himstif. Bet what com- 
pounds the issue is that he says ever body cheats. 

Mr. Rivaldo, I have news for you. No, everybody 
dose not cheat, that is why I will never cheat my listen- 
ers again and say that you are a good player (notice, not 
‘great player). 

The greats of our sport Johan Cryuff, “Bobby 
Charlton, Marco Van Basten, 

Franz Beckenbauer. Alfredo De Stefano, Ferenc 
Puskas, * the little bird” Garrincha, the great Pele, and 
Michael Platini never cheated on the football field. As 
well, they pever got paid the money they deserved. My 
football World has no place for cheats,

Pace without technique might get you to a certain 
level, and we all know players who are super-quick 
but the shot or cross after the run always lets them 
down. Some players make it a long way on pace 
alone, maybe ending up as one 
of those who stops other people 
playing and keeps it simple 
when he has the ball. 

Technique without pace is just 
as limited. Sure, you might have 
a great shot and a brilliant ability to volley the ball, 
but that’s not much good if you can never lose your 
marker or get to the ball first in order to shoot in the 
first place. 

Those world stars I mentioned have both charac- 
teristics in abundance. 

What does this have to do with’ youth coaching? 
How can youth coaches use these simple observa- 
tions to improve the job they do? I think they should

‘Nine years later, England’s Sven-Goran Eriksson, 
in the last thirty minutes of the game against 
Argentina did not have even one striker and was 
applauded for his tactics which won them the game. 


Croatia won the game and Lygon Street in 
Melbourne was set alight with fans clashing in 
brawls in the street after Italy had lost 2-1. 

The next set of matches of this World Cup 
will determine who qualifies for the next 
round. At the moment, the pre-tournament 
favourites, the likes of France, Italy and 
Portugal face uphill battles in their effort to 
make it past the group phase. Brazil meanwhile 
have firmed as potential champions after 
impressive displays against Turkey and China, 
while’ the host nations of Korea and Japan have 
used the wave of home support to record their 
first ever World Cup victories. Sadly however 
with two matches already played, the World 
Cup is over for the likes of Slovenia, Saudi 
Arabia, Ecuador and African heavyweights 
Nigeria. 

So let’s just sit back and absorb what will be 
classic matches. Can France bet Denmark by 
the required two goals. Will Italy overcome 
Mexico, can the Argentinians bounce back and 
beat Sweden? What about the samba kings. Do 
they have what it takes to win another World 
Cup? 

We will see.

That part of his development had already been taken 
care of at Parklea, particularly by Oscar Gonzalez, 
from 10 to 13 years of age. 

We don’t have.a street football culture here, like 
Brazil for example, where kids leam by playing and 
experimenting, so we need good youth coaches.

The Leeds United striker de- 
railed the charge of the three-time 
champions, who opened the scoring 
in the 19th minute through golden 
boy Miroslav Klose, his fourth of 
the campaign.
